Continued from f’xgo I* 
altaaUon the people liad other 
lf* to worry nbout thr.n their 
h and dentistry declined with 
empire, Thu<? It was not until 
ut HOO th rt the next im portant 
eortribution to dentistry was made. 
Christianity in a wav helped in this 
decline, because people thought more 
of their .souls and the hen after than 
they did about their body and teeth. 
‘ At first the monks, because of 
their scholarship, were the medical 
and dental practitioners, assisted by 
the barbers. But it was ruled th a t any 
operation that involved the shedding 
oi blood was incompatible with the 
priestly office and therefore the bar­ 
bers took over tlta practice Tn Eng­ 
land during the 1700s we find the 
split up between the surgeons and 
the barbers. The surgeon performed 
the surgical operations and barbers 
did the extractions, each forming 
their ow*n guilds and setting down 
their own rule* for practice. 
Wax Impression- 
"In 1705 Philip Piaff, dentist to 
F’redrrick the Great, took wax im­ 
pressions and made plastbr models 
of the mouth 
During the 
1700s 
Pierre Paucharii wrote the first com­ 
plete books on the study of teeth. 


which were the ruthoratlve guide 
for over IOO years. Thus he became 
known as the ‘Father of Modern 
Dentistry.* 
"In 1788 a French dentist made 
the fir*:' porcelain teeth mid in 1844 
Samuel S, White in Philadelphia 
started mass production of porcelain 
teeth 
"Dentists of an earlier age were in­ 
clined to be somewhat proud of their 
ability. Tile first dem ist to come to 
America. Roquet, a Parisian, who 
arrived here in 1749, placed an ad­ 
vertisement in the newspapers of the 
time telling of his own abilities ’he 
aho cures effectively the most offen­ 
sive breath, bv brewing (Bit and erad­ 
icating all decayed teeth and stumps j 
and put tit g in their stead un entire 
set oi right African Ivory so nicely 
fitted to the Jaw that people of the 
first fashion may eat, drink swear, 
talk, scandal, quarrel and show their 
teeth without the least Indecency, 
inconvenience or hesitation what­ 
ever.’ ” 
Following his talk a number of 
slides of paintings of dentistry as 
practiced in an earlier age were 
shown with the Rev. Robert M Hunt 
operating the slide projector. 
The speaker was introduced be 
Mares Sherms’n. The president, Dr. 
C. H uold Johnson, presided at the 
meeting with 47 members present.
